British  mati'iial,  in  tiu’  shape  ot  coins,  tokens,  inetlals  and  paper  money,  forms  a  siihstantial  part  of  our 
first  coin  auction  of  2()(),f.  I  rom  j^reat  rarities,  such  as  the  newly-found  12th  century  (.ivil  War  penny 
of  Ihslioy)  1  lenry  which  graces  the  front  cover  (lot  552)  anti  a  superb  jiroof  half-sovereign  of  IS  17  (lot 
(S74),  to  a  gootl  range  of  trade  tokens  at  all  price  levels  anti  even  the  medals  and  awards  won  by  the  liritish 
figure-skating  champion  in  1949-50  (lot  1474),  there  should  be  something  to  suit  all  tastes  and  pockets. 

Over  250  lots  are  devoted  to  the  collection  of  sovereigns  formed  by  Bennie  l.inden,  separately 
introduced  inside  the  catalogue.  Here  are  many  seldom-offered  rarities,  including  a  1908  Ottawa  matt  proof 
(lot  448),  1917  London  (lot  481),  1921  Sydney  and  1926  Perth  (lots  51.3,  52.3).  I’receding  the  Linden 
collection  is  a  specialist  group  of  the  coins  of  Klizabeth  I,  formed  over  the  past  40  years,  including  a  nice  silver 
crown  (lor  260).  (5ther  British  coins  of  note  include  a  Charles  I  Kxeter  halfcrown  with  the  Declaration  date  in 
cartouche  (lor  620),  a  pattern  Charles  1  gold  unite  from  the  Brooker  collection  (lor  621),  an  angel  of  Mary 
from  the  Sharps  Pixley  collection  (lot  586),  a  well-struck  1654  crown  from  the  Lingford  collection  (lor  624),  a 
penny  of  Henry,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  struck  at  Corbridge  (lot  55  I ),  an  Edward  IV/V  groat  (lot  571 )  and 
the  Murdoch/Carrer/Norweb  Philip  and  Mary  halfgroat  (lot  588).  An  eclectic  group  of  Irish  coins  is  strong  in 
the  issues  of  Henry  VIII,  yet  also  includes  two  earlier  rarities,  an  Edward  IV  Limerick  halfgroat  (lor  749)  and 
a  late  portrait  Henry  Vll  Dublin  halfgroat  (lot  752). 

The  large  token  section  begins  with  the  second  part  of  the  significant  collection  of  pieces  from 
southern  East  Anglia  formed  by  the  late  Eileen  Judson  (1918-2000),  largely  in  the  late  I  960s  and  early  1970s. 
Almost  half  of  her  293  different  Suffolk  17th  century  pieces  derive  from  the  Carthew  (dispersed  1946)  and 
Levine  (dispersed  late  1960s)  collections;  selective  acqusitions  were  also  made  at  the  dispersals  of  the  three 
other  principal  collections  of  Suffolk  tokens  sold  since  -  Jarmin  (1978),  Harris  (1985)  and  Norweb  (1996). 
Among  her  18th  century  tokens  is  one  of  the  four  known  Sawbridgeworth  pennies  of  Robert  Orchard  (lot 
1060)  and  perhaps  the  only  known  Hornchurch  silver  halfpenny  (lot  1048). 

Put  together  at  the  same  time  as  the  Judson  collection,  Roy  Rains’  group  of  52  17th  century 
tokens  of  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  includes  at  least  one  specimen  formerly  owned  by  the  famous  19th 
century  county  numismatist  Joseph  Young.  The  Rains  offering  is  followed  by  tokens  from  the  stock-in-trade 
of  the  late  Barry  Greenaway,  an  appreciation  of  whom  appears  inside  the  catalogue.  Other  tokens  include  a 
good  run  of  19th  century  silver,  the  star  item  being  a  superb  Staverton  halfcrown,  181  1  (lot  1229). 

An  interesting  collection  of  medical  medals  is  one  highlight  of  the  fifth  session  of  the  auction, 
which  also  includes  a  large  silver  medal  for  the  accession  of  George  III,  1760  (lot  1249),  a  gold  medal  for  the 
same  monarch  s  coronation  (lot  1252),  an  interesting  Dublin  medal,  1865,  named  to  the  then  Prime  Minister, 
Earl  Russell  (lot  1316),  a  large  bronze  portrait  medal  of  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales  (lot  1434),  and  gold  medals 
awarded  to  one  of  Aston  Villa  EC’s  top  scorers  as  Eootball  League  champions,  1899-1900  (lot  1467). 

Bringing  the  auction  to  a  close  are  numismatic  books,  including  a  number  of  token  references, 
and  banknotes.  Of  particular  note  among  the  paper  money  is  the  nice  first  issue  Bradbury  pound  and  ten- 
shillings  on  the  back  cover  (lots  1531-2),  and  some  original  Perkins,  Bacon  artwork  (lots  1563-4).

Educated  in  Scotland,  he  intended  pursuing  a 
career  in  catering  when  War  intervened.  He  joined  the  Royal  Air  Force  and  trained  as  a  wireless 
operator/air  gunner. 

His  acute  business  sense  and  his  wartime  involvement  with  electrics  and  electronics  stood  him  in  good 
stead  when,  in  1947  and  returned  to  civilian  life,  he  bought  20,000  pairs  of  war-surplus  binoculars  for  just  £3 
each  and  sold  them  for  a  profit  of  £15,000. 

Bennie  Linden’s  successful  flair  led  to  the  formation  of  United  Scientific  Instruments.  He  sold  the 
business  in  1968  and  formed  a  new  company  to  distribute  electronic  components,  particularly  connectors, 
which,  as  Intel  (a  business  name  today  reputed  to  be  worth  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars),  developed  into 
one  of  the  largest  businesses  of  its  kind  in  Britain.  More  than  anyone  else  he  was  responsible  for  the 
development  of  Tottenham  Court  Road  as  London’s  ‘hi-fi  centre. 

He  sold  his  interests  in  Intel  UK  in  1983  and  moved  to  Jersey  the  following  year,  where  he  began  to 
use  his  expertise  and  resources  for  the  benefit  of  the  island  community  he  had  joined. 

A  diabetic  himself,  he  soon  became  very  involved  with  the  Jersey  branch  of  the  British  Diabetic 
Association.  He  chaired  and  funded  the  meetings  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  volunteers  whose  objective  was  to 
find  and  fund  premises  for  a  day  care  clinic  for  diabetes  sufferers  on  the  island.  The  project,  which  cost  m 
excess  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  pounds,  came  to  fruition  in  1991  and,  since  then,  has  transformed  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  local  people  of  all  ages.  His  own  financial  contribution  towards  this  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  life  of  so  many  islanders  is  already  in  excess  of  £100,000. 

Today,  Bennie  Linden  is  founder  and  patron  of  Diabetes  Research  Jersey,  which  is  shortly  to  embark 
upon  an  island-wide  screening  project  and  other  services  for  local  diabetics,  which  will  cost  upwards  of 

£250,000. 

Throughout  his  business  life  the  gold  sovereign  has  been  an  abiding  passion,  and  Bennie  Linden’s 
collection  has  rightly  been  described  as  one  of  the  most  significant  in  private  hands.  This  passion  also  led  to 
the  publication  of  I'he  S(werei}>n,  a  lavishly  illustrated  biography  of  one  of  the  world’s  most  desirable  coins.

Ills  first  collection  of  coins  was  olitained 
by  a  primary  school  playground  swap  of  his 
brother’s  marbles! 

During  his  rime  at  Ifristol  University  he 
discovered  coins  properly,  becoming  a  junior 
member  of  the  Bristol  Numismatic  Society. 
In  later  years  he  would  join  numerous 
others,  including  Cheltenham,  Southampton, 
Waterlooville,  Romsey,  Reading,  Wiltshire 
and,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  president 
of  the  Swindon  group.  He  had  been  elected  a 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  in 
1975  and  a  member  of  the  British  Numismatic 
Society  in  1995. 

After  careers  as  a  chartered  accountant  and 
lecturer  in  Portsmouth  and  Swindon,  at  the  age 
took  early  retirement  to  become  a  full  time  dealer. 


On  Radio  Bristol  Barry  compered  a  regular  monthly  coin 
phone-in,  cleverly  asking  leading  questions.  He  gave  such  comprehensive  replies  that,  on  the  few  occasions 
when  he  was  baffled,  Susan  Osman  or  Chris  Searle  would  cheer  “We  have  beaten  him  for  once!”  Radio 
Bristol  broadcast  a  tribute  programme  after  his  death. 


He  belonged  to  the  Token  Corresponding  Society,  who  meet  once  a  year  for  an  annual  conference.  In 
October  2002  Barry  ran  the  conference  in  Cheltenham.  It  was  the  21st  of  its  kind  and  had  99  delegates,  the 
highest  yet.  Judging  from  the  appreciative  feedback,  it  was  as  good  as  any  of  the  preceding  conferences.  He 
loved  that  weekend  and  did  an  excellent  job. 


Besides  being  a  dealer,  Barry  was  a  collector  who  enjoyed  the  research  element  of  his  hobbv.  His 
knowledge  of  tokens,  medals  and  paranumismatica  was  extensive,  particularly  of  his  native  Gloucestershire. 

He  attended  coin  fairs  in  London  and  bought  and  sold  through  lists,  but  would  delight  in  spending  as 
much  time  with  a  girl  guide  or  boy  scout  doing  a  collectors’  badge  as  he  would  with  a  high  value  sale.  He  was 
well  liked  by  his  fellow  dealers,  especially  as  he  so  obviously  enjoyed  what  he  was  doing.  This  auction  of  his 
stock  in  trade  and  collection  duplicates  will  enable  many  others  to  share  that  enjoyment. 

Barry’s  skill  and  knowledge  was  also  used  when  he  started  to  get  involved  with  charity  work  -  the 
major  financial  venture  was  turning  foreign  currency  into  sterling  for  .Macmillan  Cancer  Fund,  The  Prospect 
Foundation  Hospice  in  Swindon  and  St  Peter’s  Hospice  in  Bristol.  Between  £50,000  -  £60,000  has  been  raised 
by  Barry  and  the  team  of  village  people  who  helped.  He  felt  it  was  his  Christian  faith  in  action  and  he  took  no 
profit  from  this  venture.  Fie  delighted  in  finding  a  rare  or  sometimes  gold  com  in  a  batch  and  informing  the 
organisations  of  their  extra  good  fortune.

James  Blomfield  Rush  was  a  tenant  farmer  on  the  estate  of  Isaac 
Jermy  (1789-1848).  the  recorder  of  Norwich.  Jenny  succeeded  to 
the  family  property.  Stanfield  Hall,  in  1837.  hut  his  claim  was 
disputed  by  others,  including  one  John  Lamer  who.  accompanied  by 
a  lawyer  and  a  rabble,  took  possession  of  the  Hall  by  force  in 
September  1838.

Michael  A.  Carrington  (1934-92)  was  the  British  junior  ice  skating 
champion,  1948.  and  took  the  British  men’s  ice  skating  title  in  1949 
and  19.50;  he  placed  6th  in  the  world  championships  in  1950  and  8th 
in  1951.  and  was  4th  in  the  European  championships  in  1951  and  3rd 
in  1952.  He  was  short-listed  for  the  British  ice  skating  team  at  the 
1952  Olympics,  but  was  not  selected;  subsequently  he  turned 
professional  and  moved  to  the  USA,  joining  the  Icecapades  skating 
team.  In  1961  and  1963  he  was  British  professional  ice  skating 
champion. 

The  Times.  6  February  1952.  reported  on  the  European  Figure 
Skating  Championships  as  follows:  "Late  last  night  the  European 
figure  skating  championships  for  men  and  pairs  were  concluded  on 
the  rink  ol  the  Wiener  Eislauf  Verein.  A  strong  wind  from  the  east 
made  conditions  very  trying  for  the  hot-house  skaters  trained  in  the 
covered  rinks.  H.  Seibt  (Austria)  retained  his  title  as  champion  of 
Europe.  He  is  a  big.  powerful  man  whose  free  programme,  although 
lacking  imagination  and  skated  slowly,  proved  adequate  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  he  was  caught  in  a  gust  in  the  middle  of  an  axel  jump 
and  blown  over.
